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Of Daring Daylight Holdup 


Three Armed Bandits Rob Assistant Cashier and Porter 


at Gun’s Point as Noon Throngs on Broad 
Street Look On.

Threatening the lives of more than‘ 
a-score of pedestrians, three armed 
bandits executed a swift and daring 
daylight holdup in the heart of down- 
town Atlanta early yesterday after- 
noon and escaped with $1,400 in cash 
and $3,200 in checks. 

The victims, Frank Eubanks, 20, of 
675 Dill avenue, assistant cashier of 
The Constitution, and a negro porter, 
Reuben Caldwell, 34, of 143 Chapel 
street, also employed by the newspaper, 
later identified a photograph of For- 
rest Ewing as one of the handits. 
Kiwing is a notorious convict sought 
in connection with several crimes 
since a sensafional escape recently. 

A. J. Kaiser, secretary of The Con- 
stitution Publishing Company, who re- 
vealed the amount of loot, said the 
loss was covered by insurance. 

Chief of Police M. A. Hornsby sent 
telegrams to police of more than a 
dozen cities us an intensive manhunt 
was launched. The telegrams specif- 
ically mentioned Ewing and were sent 
to Macon, Valdosta, Savannah, Jack- 
sonville, Tampa, Miami, Birmingham, 
New Orleans, Chattanooga, Cincinnati, 
Nashville, Knoxville, Louisville - and 
Memphis. 

The holdup occurred at about 12:20 


o’clock as Eubanks, carrying a small 
black bag containing $3,200 in checks 
and $650 in bills and wrapped coins, 
and Cald-vell, carrying a similar bag 
containing $750 in wrapped coins, 
were walking on the east side of Broad 
street, en route to make a deposit at 
the First National bank at Five 
Points. 

Neither was armed as they proceed- 
ed northward to the bank. As they 
neared Plaza way, and were about to 
cross the Broad street viaduct, two 
bandits, armed with pistols, who had 
been standing a few feet from a parked 
green sedan, approached, 

“Hand it over! Don't yell or we'll 
kill you!” one of the bandits said to 
Kubanks, backing him into the .corner 
doorway of a-store. The other ban- 
dit held a pistol against Caldwell’s 
side and backed him against the cor- 
ner of the store building. 

More than a score of persons who 
were passing at the time were warned: 
“If any of you make a noise, we'll 
blow your brains out!” Several women 
were among the pedestrians,

NEUTRALITY BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


‘Freedom of Seas’ Policy 
Is Defeated; ‘Cash and 
Carry’ Trade Advocated 


WASHINGTON; March. 3.—(UP) 
The senate today overrode demands 
that the United States maintain a 


“freéddom of the seas” policy for war 


trade and passed a permanent neu-, 


trality bill that would put commerce, 


with fighting nations on a “cash and, 
carry” basis. ) 

Representing a compromise  be- 
tween mandatory and discretionary 
neutrality factions the measure now 
goes to the house where a measure 
giving the President wide discretion- 
ary powers is scheduled for action 
next week, 

The senate passed the bill, spon- 
sored by Chairman Key Pittman, 
Democrat, Nevada, of the foreign re-' 
lations committee, 62 to 6, after beat-. 
ing down attempts to strike out trade’ 
restriction provisions and otherwise | 
limit presidential discretion. 

Emergency Laws. 

The measure is designed to prevent 
the United States from becoming in- 
volved in foreign wars and would ere- 
place emergency neutrality legislation 
which expires May 1. It provides: 

1. A mandatory embargo on ship- 

ment of arms, munitions and actual 
implements of war to belligerent na- 
tions, 
_2. Authority for the President to 
list additional “articles or materials” 
which American ships would be pro- 
hibited from transporting to belliger- 
ents. 

3. A mandatory ban on shipment. 
to belligerents of any mat’-ials what- 
ever, until ownership and interest in 
them has been transferred to some 
foreign government or agency. 

Bars Loans.. 

4. Mandatory prohibition against 
loans or credits to belligerents. 

5. A strict ban against American 
traveling on ships of nations at war. 

6. Authority for the President to 
prevent use of United States ports 
as supply stations for belligerents’ |

SLAVING OF COLED 


Doctor Says He Attempt- 
ed To Operate Upon 
Chloroformed Mother- 
to-Be, 18, in Automobile 
Six Miles From Town. 


MURDER CHARGED 
AFTER 5-HOUR QUIZ 


53-Year-Old Married Man 
Denies Relations With 
Girl; Tells of Placing 
Body Near Cemetery. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 4.— 
(Thursday.)—(#)—Sheriff J. Mason 
Smith, of Albemarle county, an- 
nounced on arriving here early today 
with Dr. R. G. Miller, of Charlottes- 
ville, that the dentist had confessed 
the chloroform murder of 18-year-old 
Cleo Sprouse. 

The sheriff quoted Miller as saying 
the girl died during an attempted 
abortion in a car six miles from Char- 
lottesville before dark Monday. 

Smith said the dentist asserted he 
had not been intimate with the girl 
himself, but had agreed to perform 
the abortion with her consent. 

Died Before Operation. 

Bhe died before it could be per- 
formed, Miller was quoted as saying, 
and he waited until after dark before 
returning to Charlottesville and de- 
positing the body near the University 
of Virginia cemetery, where it was 
found Tuesday morning. 

On his arrival at Henrico county 


of officers, Dr. Miller entered a 
with Sheriff Smith and thre@ other of- 
ficers and began writing on paper the 
sheriff procured for him. 

Reporters Excluded. 

Reporters were excluded from the 
room. 

Smith said before entering the room 
that Dr. Miller, 53-year-old married 
man, had confessed verbally while six 
miles from Charlottesville that he 
was responsible for the <eath of the 
pretty high school junior whose body 
was found Tuesday between the Uni- 
versity of Virginia cemetery and golf 
course by two students. 

Dr. Miller on arriving here after the 
drive from Charlottesville was smok- 
ing a Cigar and appeared calm. 

The sheriff said he believed ihe girl 
died before dark Monday, the day she 
left home late in the afternoon after 
telling her widowed mother sha was 
going to a movie. 


DENTIST IS CHARGED 
WITH GIRL’S MURDER 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., March 
3.—(P)—Police charged Dr. R. G. 
Miller, Charlottesville dentist, tonight 
with the murder of 18-year-old Cleo 
Sprouse, whose chloroformed body was 
found Tuesday on the edge of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia campus. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney W. O. 
Fife said the warrant was issued after 
four hours and 45 minutes of ques- 
tioning the 53-year-old dentist.

GUURT PLAN FOES 
ASK NEW SUPPORT 


Farm, Labor and Legal 


Profession Leaders Are 
Asked To Hit Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(4)— 
Democratic senators opposing the 
Roosevelt court reorganization bill in- 
vited a group of prominent citizens 
today to speak out against the plan 
at the coming hearings before the 
senate judiciary committee. 

Acting as a-unit after days of in- 
formal meetings and discussions, they 
asked certain leaders among the farm- 
ers, labor, the legal profession and 
other groups to appear, but pending 
the receipt of acceptances, withheld 
their names. 

At the same time, they received as- 
surances from Senator Ashurst, 
Demoerat, Arizona, chairman of the 
judiciary committee, that they may 
proceed with their witnesses on Mon- 
day, March 15, as soon as the top 
spokesmen for the administration have 
concluded their presentation. 

Beyond that, it became apparent 
that no effort will be made for the 
present to limit the length .of the 
hearings, a move that the opposition 
had been ready to battle to the ut- 
most. 

“The hearings will continue as long 
as any. coherent citizen wishes to talk 
about the bill and can do so coher- 
ently,” Ashuret, with his customary 
affabijity. told Senator Burke, Demo- 
crat, Nebraska, a leader among the 
opponents. 

While supporters of the bill count- 
ed on speeches to be delivered tomor- 
row and on Tuesday by President 
Roosevelt to increase their numerical 
strength, the opposition clung tightly

Under a strictly curtailed program 
that will necessitate the elimination 
of many border-line cases from the 
relief rolls, the department can con- 
tinue caring for the needy of the 
county and city until March 15, 

The county commission is to meet 
again March 17 to determine what 
funds will be granted for relief dur- 
ing the remainder of the month, J 
A. Ragsdale, chairman, said following 
the meeting. 

Council appropriations for relief in 
March were held up by Alderman 
Robert Carpenter pending investiga- 
tion of the administration of the Ful- 
ton County Board of Public Welfare. 

The second public hearing of ‘the 
special council investigating commit-, 
tee probing the relief administration 
will be held at 7:30 o'clock tonight 
at the city halle 

Council will again consider the re- 
lease of relief funds at the meeting 
March 15. Action of the commission- 
ers on providing additional funds for 
the month will depend on results of 
the council meeting.

Speedy Action by House 
Seen on Minor Changes;

The Rivers-sponsored bill to create 
a state department of natural re-

The senate voted 33 to O for the 
passage of the bill after voting down 
31 to 2 an amendment which wouid 
have saved Cravey. The only two 
senators voting for the _ so-called 
Cravey amendment were Senator 
Whitehead, of Carlton, and Senator 
Thrasher, of .a Watkinsville. 

The only amendment of consequence 
added by the senate was a provision 
to make the head of the division of 
mines and mining more of a geologist 
than a mining engineer. The house 
had decreed that the director of this 
division be a man experienced in min- 
ing. It is understood: that Governor 
Rivers plans to strike a happy me- 
dium between a geologist and a min- 
ing engineerin making the appoint- 
ment. |

The terms of the commissioners are 
as before, for six years, but the ap- 
pointments run from February 1, in- 
stead of January 1, as heretofore.

His more notable works 
are “The Triumph of Death,” “The 
Virgin of the Rocks,” and “The Com- 
rade Without Eyelashes.”’. 

D'Annunzio won a gold medal for 
valor for the Buccari raid against 
the Austrians during the war, the 
Cattaro exploit and a flight over Vien- 
na during which he dropped propa- 
ganda written in German. In_ 1920 
he seized Fiume with a body of uni- 
formed volynteers. Despite bis adopt- 
ed title of “Duce,” government war- 
ships blasted him out of the city.

Patent Medicines 


To Ease Pain Causes Many Deaths 


Amidopyrine Has Taken Heavy Toll, Dr. Roy D. Kracke 
Warns; Doctors Seek Law Requiring Naming of 
Harmful Ingredients on Containers. 


Thousands of men, women and chil-| 
dren are daily risking their lives 
through the administration of common 
pain-killers, while physicians stand by 
helpless to aid them, according to Dr. 
Roy D. Kracke, professor of pathology 
at Emory. University and president of 
the American Association of Clinical 
Pathologists. 

Patent and proprietary medicines 
incorporating amidopyrine are being 
marketed daily throughout the country, 
he said, despite a warning, broadcast 
three years ago, of its danger. 

The drug, he said, results in a di- 
minishing of the white blood cells and 
in eventual death. One dose in rare 
cases has been known to produce blood 
disease resulting in death. In other 
cases, two, three or four doses will pro- 
duce the disease. Regular use will 
affect almost every person, he said. Yet 
under present federal food and drug 
regulations nothing can be done about 
these sales of a deadly drug, he said. 
The only hope now rests in passage 
with the Copeland food and drug bill 
of a regulation requiring that manu- 
facturers of this type of medicine 
place on the container a label stating 
the nature and content of dangerous 
drugs used in the manufacture of the 
product, Dr. Kracke said. 

Traced Through Registry. 


Discovery of the fact that amidopy- 
rinee was causing thousands of deaths 
in the United States for which no 
cause had been’ discovered, came 
through the registry of blood diseases 
operated by the American Association 
of Clinical Pathologists, which fér the 
past*five years has been maintained at 
E.mory University under the direction 
of Dr. Kracke. A suspicion that the 
drug was the long-sought cause of the 
disease was substantiated in a check 
through the records and through doc- 
tors co-operating with the registry. 
This was more than two years ago. 

The drug was then in wide use 
among doctors, but its use was then 
halted almost immediately in the medi- 
cal profession. | 

But, Dr. Kracke said, the disease 
has not disappeared, and in every case 
now treated it is found that the pa- 
tient has been dosing himself or her- 
self with a patent or proprietary medi- 
cine containing the fatal drug. 

And while this record has been pil- 
ing up, the legislation which would 


have been treated in Atlanta in the 
past two months, and similar cases 
are known to exist over the nation. 
Both cases here resulted in death. 

The list of pain-killers in which the 
drug is used totals more than 50. No 
record of these are available today, 
and a list compiled two years ago is 
believed to have resulted in some 
changes by reputable manufacturers. 

The law requiring notice of the use 
of dangerous drugs on labels would 
not give complete protection, since a 
large section of the public could not 
be warned of the danger inherent in 
use of the drug, Dr. Kracke said. But, 
under. present conditions, he said it 
was the most that physicians could 
hope for.

lookout. Eubanks’ bag was taken from 
him and handed to the lookout, as 
Caldwell’s bag was taken from him, 
the bandit taking it backing into the 
automobile. 

The bandits theh all entered the 
car and ‘sped off in a northerly di- 
rection out Broad street, the last man 
to enter the vehicle hanging on to 
the side for a few minutes, pistol in 
hand. 

Caldwell ran to The Constitution 
office and told what had happened, 
as Eubanks notified Patrolman Fred 
Barrow, on traffic duty at the inter- 
section of Broad and Alabama streets. 
From there he, too, returned to his 
office and police were immediately no- 
tified and the holdup “flash” broad- 
cast over the police radio. 

Bandits Described. 

The victims described two of the 
bandits as of medium height, wear- 
ing dark clothes and light felt hats. 
The bandit who acted as lookout was 
rather tall, they said. None of the 
men wore overcoats or vests, how- 
ever. 

“At first I thought it was just 
somebody messing around and play- 
ing,” said Eubanks, “but then I real- 
ized they meant business. It was a 
scary moment, because I didn’t kfiow 
whether they were going to kill us or 
not. When the bandit stuck that gun 
in my ribs—well, I kind of quit think- 
ing until it was all over. It didn’t 
take long. Just a couple of minutes, 
I reckon.” 

Caldwell said he didn’t “get such a 
good look at the bandits because they 
told me to look up and I sure looked 
up. Yes, sir, I was scared,” he added. 
Mr. Kaiser said the bank deposit 
was usually made at that hour, but 
that it was the first time any Con- 
stitution employes had been held up.

tion as to whom he intends to appoint 
to head the other two divisions. 

The resources bill was _ rushed 
through the senate at the close of one 


of the busiest days of the present ses- 
sion, —_ which saw the reorganiza- 
tion of the highway department and 
other important measures completed 
or nearly completed. 


The senate passed, 41 to 0, the Riv- 
ers’ post roads bill to incorporate rural 
mail routes in the state highway sys- 
tem. It must go back to the house, 
where it originated, for concurrence in 
the changes made. 


Civil Service Passes. 


The administration’s civil service 
bill, subject to a heated two-day de- 
bate in the senate, passed that body, 
37 to 9, carrying a clause absorbing 
present employes into the system with- 
out examination. 

A last-minute amendment by Sen- 
ator Millican, of Atlanta, who was 
chairman of the sub-finance committee 
which drew the bill, would set June 
1 as the effective date of the measure. 
Under the original draft it would have 
gone into effect immediately. 

The civil service bill must go to the 
house for a yote there. 

The highway patrol and drivers’ li- 
cense bill, to which Governor Rivers 
has said he is “friendly,” was sent to 
a conference committee of the senate 
and house for ironing out differences 
between those two bodies. 

After being passed by the house, 
the measure ran into 30 amendments 
in the senate and was then sent to a 
senate subcommittee where 11 more 
were added. It passed the senate in 
that form. The house yesterday de- 
clined to accept the senate changes, al- 
though Representative Sutton, of 
Wilkes county, administration floor 
leader and author of the measure, said 
many of them undoubtedly would be 
adopted. 

Representing the senate on the con- 
ference committee are Senators Atkin- 
son, Lindsay, of Decatur, and Pope, of 
Cairo. House members are Representa- 
tive Sutton, Trapnell, of Candler coun- 
ty, and Cochran, of Thomas county. 

Textbook Bill to Rivers. 

_The administration free school books 
bill, providing for the state to furnish 
texts to all grades, was sent to Gov- 
ernor Rivers during the day when 
the senate approved a joint conference 
committee report. The house 
proved the report Tuesday. 

Further evidence that the legisla- 
tors were being spurred by increasing 
talk of an extra session was con- 
tained in the announcement by Speak- 
er Roy V. Harris that three sessions 
a day would be necessary in the house 
during the last two and a half weeks 
of the session which ends March 25. 
The night sessions would begin next 
week. 

The house ways and means com- 
mittee recommended favorably two 
major tax measures changing levies 
on tobacco and incomes and a third, 
known as the general tax act, fixing 
rates on businesses and occupations. 

The three measures were designed 
to raise approximately $5,500,000 
more than is now coming into the 
state treasury, of which leaders esti- 
mated $4,000,000 alone would come 
from the new income tax measure. 

Tax Provisions. 

Chief provisions of the income tax 
measure were the raising of rates and 
a lowering of exemptions from $1.,- 

to $1.000 for single persons and 
from $3,500 to $2,500 for those who 
are married. The rates would run from 
1 per cent on incomes of $2.000 to 
12 1-2 pe cent for all over $50,000. 

R. H. Freeman, of Bibb county, 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, said the proposed cigaret fax 
would amount to 3 cents a package 
on popular brand cigarets, but would 
be lower than at present as a general 
rule for cigars. 

Taxes would be placed on smoking 
tobacco, chewing tobacco and snuff 
which now escape a levy. 

Freeman estimated the increased 
vield from the tobacco tax at $1,000,- 

He said it was’ modeled largely 
after the Alabama law. 

The 70-page general tax act does 
not contain many major changes, Free- 
man said, but it is estimated clarify- 
ing provisions to reach sources now 
escaping taxation should yield $500,- 
000 more than usual. 

Fair Trade Act Wins. 

The house completed legislative ac- 
tion on the Lindsay “fair trade” act 
to permit minimum retail price con- 
tracts between manufacturers, dis- 
tributors and retailers. Introduced in 
the senate by Lindsay, of Decatur, 
and passed there. “The megsure now 
goes to the Governor... 

Shortly after acting on the Lindsay 
bill, the house killed another measure 
known as the “price discrimination” 
act which would have prohibited re- 
bates from manufacturers to retail- 
ers. Sponsors said it was modeled 
on the Robinsen-Patman federal law. 

The vote on the Lindsay measure 
was 132 to 34 and on the “price dis- 
crimination act, 43 to 76. ; 

The house also voted down a bill 
making communications between phy- 
ajcians or surgeons and their patients 
privileged, by placing them in the 
same class with husband and wife and 
a and client. The vote was 46 
to 70.

The Hartsfield recall movement has 
n recalled. 


r Joseph 8S. Crespi, the lawyer who 


originated the petitions seeking a re 
call election because he avetiel May- 
or Hartsfield did not keep his cam- 
paign promises, yesterday stated he is 
no ionger sponsoring the movement. 
The reason for the recall of the re- 
call is because the supporters of the 
movement failed to keep their pre- 
recall ,election promises, Crespi de- 
clared. 

The lawyer said for the past ten 


days many persons from all walks of 


life, and also a number of organiza- 
tions, had promised support and finan- 
cial aid but when the time came for 
delivery, the money and leadership 
were not forthcoming. 

“Hen¢ée, in view of the absence of 
material assistance that each and 
every person volunteered in person, by 
telephone’and mail, it is my duty at 
this time to state that the recall move- 
ment must cease for lack of co-opera- 
tion by those who seek it most but act 
so little,” was the way Mr. Crespi 
summed up the situation. 

mises Violated. 

In the final analysis, it appeared 
that the campaign promises of Mr. 
“respi’s followers were violated even 
more than Mr. Crespi alleged Mayor 
Hartsfield’s campaign pledges were. 

Crespi, in departing from the move- 
ment which he asserted had gained 
some 2,000 supporters, decla that 
the cost of such a recall campaign was 
great and that as a young lawyer 
he was forced to devote his time to 
earning a living. Outlining the num- 
berless promises he had gotten and 
stating that “with a bare exception or 
two,” all were broken, the lawyer 
vhilosophized: “It is to be regretted 
that such a fine spirit dwindles when 
the time comes for delivery.” 

“My withdrawal may be a surprise 
to many people and a disappointment 
to others,” said Crespi. “Yet, when 
I fully explain myself, I fell certain 
that all will understand. 

“From the very beginning of the 
movement, there were many people in 
all walxs of life who were very much 
disappointed at our mayor’s perforn- 
ance, an! otherwise there was a wie 
dissention of opinion. 

“Then, when the law went into ef- 
fect as to the Sunday beer ban, the 
spark was seemingly set off and all 
were for recall without delay. 

Not Seeking Money. 

“T do not represent any beer deal- 
ers and I refrained from going to beer 
concerns that suffer financially from 
these laws to obtain financial aid. It 
wes not my purpose to use this as a 
vehicle to promote myself financially. 
First and last it was a means to seek 
a revote of the people, and. to repeat 
a former statement, it would vindicate 
the mayor or else prove otherwise,” 
Crespi said. 

The lawyer then explained that so 
many people volunteered financial help 
in the recall campaign and proceeded 
to break the promise that it proved 
the old saying, “Everybody's business 
is nobody’s bus jess.” 

He denied being a “Hartsfield man 
bent on disturbing the plans of others 
to recall the mayor’ and asserted he 


‘was a “non-political citizen.” 


Crespi, in recalling the recall, point- 
ed out to those who continue to feel 
the movement is necessary that “this 
is your city, your taxes and your prob- 
lems. The public good can be served 
only when the public itself acts. J

Miniature guns, gas masks, tanks, 
automobiles, toy planes and parachutes 
will be provided for the youths. 

An elaborate system of honors and 
prizes has been worked out for those 
excelling in military science, the an- 
nouncement said. 


RURAL MAIL PAY RAISE 


IS APPROVED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(?)— 
The house passed and sent to the 
senate today a bill authorizing a 
$150-a-year salary increase to 959 vil- 
lage letter carriers. 

The measure, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Romjue, Democrat, Missouri, 
raised the salary minimum from 
$1,150 to $1,300 and the maximum 
from $1,350 to $1,500. Sponsors said 
the increase would cost $238,000 a 
year. 

The house also passed two bills de-

A NEW DAY IN STEEL 


Word of the steel armistice is en- 
couraging news giving basic grounds 
for the confident hope of an in- 
dustrial peace not at all confined to 
the field in which so. big an ad- 
vance toward sound and modern 
labor relations has just been made. 
Throughout the fabric! of our eco- 
nomic life this substitution of rea- 
sonableness for war and rumors of 
war is bound to be felt as a great 
Spur to co-operative progress, re- 
flected in priceless human and ma 
terial values. | 

A few days ago, the suggestion 
that United States Steel would soon 
be bargaining with its organized 
workers would have seemed fantas- 
tic. There was no indication in any 


quarter that the corporation was 


making ready to throw overboard 
its traditional policy of no recogni- 
tion, no compromise. Now it is 
revealed that for several months 
Myron Taylor, for the company, 
and John Lewis, for the steel or- 
ganizing committee, have been slow- 
ly drawing together on a platform 
of understanding. It is Taylor’s 
‘far-seeing vision and_ industrial 
statesmanship” that, according to 
Lewis, made possible this “intelli- 
gent approach to a great economic 
problem.” 

By breaking away from the irrec- 
oncilable attitude which steel op- 
erators have held for a half cen- 
tury, Mr. Taylor has shown indus- 
trial statesmanship of the highest 
order. There is a point at which 


’ holding fast is no longer a virtue. 


The best, because it is the wise, 
conservatism is that which makes 
concessions without being bludg- 
eoned into it. The world has 
moved far away from the conditions 
which prevailed when Steel first set 
its face against the unionization of 
its employes. 

As matters stand today, the right 
of workers to organize into unions 
of their choice is as undeniable as 
the compulsion upon employers to 
bargain collectively with their work- 
ers is inevitable. Both principles 
have been written into law, but they 
have a higher standing than that of 
mere legality. They are written in 
the stars as tokens of the change 
which has come over our thinking, 
as the fresh problems of our com- 
plex industrial society force them- 
selves upon our attention. If we 
are to have economic democracy, 
we must give up’ tenets which are 
stale, flat and unprofitable in the 
light of today’s realities. 


Organized labor rejoices in what 
it has a right to regard as a dis- 
tinct triumph. But industry, if it 
be as discerning and prescient as it 
ought to be, should also be grati- 
fied over the fact that an unavoid- 
able plunge has been taken at last. 
And the American public, heartened 
by this unexpected turn toward in- 


_ dustrial harmony, can face sporadic 


strikes with equanimity because it 
has the comfort of knowing that 
the future has been brightened by 
a new code of labor relationships. 
At long last, force, terror and 
combat are being displaced by rea- 
son and negotiation as the keys to 


‘{ndustrial peace. 


Whether this development 
strengthens the hand of John Lewis 
or of the C. I. O. is of little con- 
sequence when we are considering 
the larger implications of the situ- 
ation. The likelihood is that an 
agreement with United States Steel 
adds markedly to the stature of 
Lewis and to the effectiveness of 
the Committee. Repercussions with 
respect to the American Federation 
of Labor and in other directions are 
ebviously unavoidable. But these 
@re minor considerations when we 
weigh the vast benefits of a civi- 
Yized technique in labor relations on 
the part of our greatest industry. 

We must keep our eyes on that, 
@nd that alone, to realize how great 

step toward economic and social 


)|far as Atlanta is concerned. 


Plainly enough, organized labor 
will have to clean house, improve 
its leadership and gain in discipline, 
if it is to be equal to the oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities that lie 
ahead. But that it can do all the 
more readily if it proceeds in an 
atmosphere not of mere: sufferance 
but of acknowledged. equality to

BELT-LINE HIGHWAYS 


Provision for a belt-line boule- 
vard circling the city of Atlanta, in- 
corporated in a resolution presented 
to the house of representatives by 
the Fulton delegation, brings into 
the limelight a problem that has 
presented itself for solution to high- 
way traffic officials, not only in At- 
lanta, but in practically every city 
and many towns throughout the 
United States. 


In the pioneer days of the con- 
Struction of hard-surfaced high- 
ways it was the custom to follow 
the routes of established highways, 
which invariably led from the out- 
skirts of a city or town to a main 
artery of travel through the busi- 
ness district, junctions with other 
routes frequently occurring in the 
most congested section of the city. 

This custom was generally satis- 
factory, back in the days of few 
automobiles, to drivers of motor 
vehicles, businessmen and citizens. 
It gave tourists an opportunity to 
“see our city,’”’ landed them in the 
business district near hotels, restau- 
fants and business houses, and was 
a convenience to autoists and a 
boon to business interests. 

In the main, these routes remain 
the, same today as they were years 
ago, only a few progressive cities 
having provided “through routes” 
outsidesor at the edge of the mu- 
nicipal limits. As a _ result, the 
heavily increased through traffic 
surges through streets already con- 
gested beyond safety. 

Truck drivers who would be glad 
to escape this tangle in congested 
traffic are forced to slow down on 
long hauls while they thread their 
way along crowded streets, while 
drivers of private cars from other 
points are slowed down as they pick 
their way along unfamiliar streets, 
watching route numbers, crossing 
lights, and wondering all the: time 
if they are violating some local 
traffic regulation. 

All main highways pass through 
endless hamlets and villages and al- 
ways along the main street of the 
place. Some of them have warn- 
ing’ signs for motorists posted at 
the entrance to the village, others 
do not; but warning or no warn- 
ing, he is a wise driver who slows 
his pace until he is clear of the 
town. 

Motor vehicle traffic is constant- 
ly increasing, not diminishing, and 
the time.is not. far. distant when 
belt lines around cities and optional 
through routes outside of towns will 
be imperative. They will aid in 
solving part of the traffic problem 
and act to reduce the number of 
automobile accidents. 

The bill of the Fulton delegation 
is in keeping with modern traffic 
conditions and should receive gen- 
eral support. .

A Loan To Hitler 

As was clear to any tolerably far- 
sighted observer, the great powers are 
not going to let Herr Hitler down 
now that he is in serious financial 
difficulties. The man who was kind 
enough to start the armament race 
from which every state in Europe is 
profiting with a relative degree of 
prosperity, could count confidently on 
the support of the powers when he 
should get into difficulties. To let 
the Hitler regime collapse at the 
resent moment through internal dif- 
iculties, as would inevitably occur 
the shortage of funds and raw mate- 
rials persisted, would mean the. elimi- 
nation of the laison d'etre of the 
whole general armament campaign in 
Europe. And that would be the great- 
est disaster imaginable. For it is that 
armament campaign, and nothing else, 
which keeps Europe’s economy func- 
tioning at the present moment. There- 
fore Herr Hitler will have to have a 
loan, As a matter of fact he does 
not even need to ask for it. Mr. 
Runciman’s visit to the White House 
a few weeks ago had no other pur- 
pose but sounding out the President 
on the possibility of America sharing 
with Britain, France, Holland and 
Swizerland in a big international loan 
of $1,000,000,000 to the reich. Ru- 
mors of a forthcoming Hitler “putsch’ 
in Czecho-slovakia, rumors spread by 
a section of the London press, are 
nothing else but a shrewdly manipu- 
lated effort to speed up the granting 


of that loan.

In 1911 a middle-aged woman came 
back from a visit to Palestine de- 
termined to do something about the 
poverty, disease and high infant mor- 
tality she had found there.

cent Palestine. 

Its initiation and development of a 
complete system of moderu medical 
and public health service, its par- 
ticipation in the land redemption and 
reforestation program, its establish- 
ment of medical centers and its pro)- 
ects for the settlement of Germau 
Jewish children in the holy land have 
made WHadassah’s achievements one 
of the most valuable phases of tne 
reconstruction of that new-old land. 
No movement in contemporary history 
can point.to a more noble and prac- 
tical record of humanitarian service 
than Hadassah. The name of the lit- 
tle woman who launched that service 
is Henrietta Szold, one of the world’s 
finest souls. 


Mussolini’s New Loggia 


A dispatch from Rome informs us 
that the city of Milan is building a 
special balcony in the Piazza del 
Duomo. This balcony is to be re- 
served for occasions when the modern 
Caesar imperator feels the need of 
addressing a few words to the citizen- 
ry. It is said that the balcony is bul- 
let-proof. Some subtle device has 
been introduced in its construction 
which will protect the Duce of Fas- 
cism against the possibility of an as- 
sassin’s bullet or the stiletto. The 
dispatch mentions in the same breath, 
as it were, that the Duce’s popularity 
is at a peak it never reached before, 
a statement which rather contrasts 
with the elaborate precautions that 
have to be taken for his safety. 


When I visited Italy last time, just 
before the outbreak of the Ethiopian 
war, I got a curious insight into the 
Mussolini’s popularity, or rather in 
his own valuation of the clamor 
raised around him. Quite by acci- 
dent I learned, while waiting to see 
the Duce’s passage in one of the prin- 
cipal streets of Naples, that he would 
not come before two regiments of 
pioneers, sections of the Italian engi- 
neering corps had taken up their po- 
sitions in the sewers beneath the 
streets over which his bullet-proof 
car, always driven at break-neck speed, 
was to pass. A dozen Blackshirts 
tapped my pockets for concealed 
weapons, as they did to everyone in 
the crowds that lined the road. In 
addition there were streets roped off 
and the inhabitants of entire districts 
of the city confined to their homes 
during the Duce’s three-hour stay. 
They were not permitted, I mean, to 
get even a glimpse of the popular 
leader. 


Regiments of infantry stood with 
loaded rifles along the streets, watch- 
ing the windows opposite. Citizens 
were under implicit orders not to 
show even their faces at these win- 
dows. And all this by order of Mus- 
solini himself. A man who has as yet 
never been fired upon, for as every- 
one knows the alleged attempts on his 
life in the past were fakes, as anyone 
can see who will move up_ close 
enough to him. A woman is once 
Supposed to have fired a bullet at 
the Duce which passed through his 
nose. For days he wore a bandage. 
But that bullet left no scar, strange 
to say, as I had occasion to notice 
when I last saw him in a private in- 
terview in which I was not three feet 
removed from him.

A UNIVERSITY CENTER. 


Dr. J. R. McCain, president of 

Agnes Scott College, in an address on 
Monday of this week, outlined in a 
general way the possibility—even the 
probability—of Atlanta becoming a 
university center through the coordi- 
nation of Emory University, Agnes 
Scott College, the Georgia School of 
Technology and other institutions and 
agencies of the community. He indi- 
eated that this friendly effort on the 
part of the state and privately en- 
dowed institutions would likely in- 
clude some contributions from the 
University of Georgia. 
_ President McCain stated that this 
plan Is receiving careful and serious 
consideration on the part of the trus- 
tees: and faculties of the respective 
institutions in the hope that there 
may be provided in Atlanta the essen- 
tial facilities for the pursuance of the 
doctor of philosophy degree and that 
wider opportunity may be offered to 
undergraduates, postgraduates, and 
the public generally for research, for 
specialization, and for cultura] de- 
velopment. It is believed that these 
facilities may be made available with- 
out any of the institutions in anywise 
losing their identity. President Me- 
Cain cited Cleveland and Toronto as 
illustrations of such coordination. 

Certain foundations have indicated 
their interest’ in the propdsal which 
will require a minimum of six million 
dollars. It is likely that, should the 
proposal meet with final approval. 
there will be an appeal to friends of 
education for added endowment and

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Statistics indicate that diabetes, 

like cardio-vascular degeneration 
(heart-artery wearing out) is steadily 
increasing in frequency and as a 
cause of death. Still it is possible 
that the figures lie and the apparent 
increase in the proportion of the pop- 
ulation having diabetes and the pro- 
portion of deaths due to diabetes is ex- 
plained by more accurate diagnosis, 
and the greater proportion of people 
who have medical care nowadays. Cer- 
tainly many individuals who had dia- 
betes 30, 40, 50 years ago never 
learned what ailed them. Just as cer- 
tainly many who died directly or in- 
directly from diabetes were pro- 
nounced victims of something else by 
doctors who had never attended them 
except as a formality in the final ill- 
ness. 
In fact persons subject to diabetes 
are more likely to succumb finally to 
some complications, such as coronary 
occlusion, cerebral hemorrhage (apo- 
plexy (gangrene infection (septicemia, 
blood poisoning), than to diabetes it- 
self. Before insulin, more than half 
the deaths from diabetes were due to 
diabetic coma; today only one out of 
90 diabetics dies from coma. 

Of what concern is this to the 
reader who hasn’t diabetes -nd does 
not expect to have it? Well, an ex- 
cellent authority (Joslin) conserva- 
tively estimates that 2,500,000 persons 
in the United States have or will have 
diabetes. 

I’m no authority, but just from 
prowling around and having infinite 
leisure to ponder these questions I 
estimate that besides the true dia- 
betics. there are at least 10,000,000 
more potential diabetics in circulation, 
and I hope this talk may interest a 
million or more of them. 

Potential Diabetics (PDs) are dis- 
tinguished from True Diabetics (TDs) 
by real authorities thus: 

A true diabetic has 0.14 per cent 
or more sugar in his blood fasting 
and 0.17 per cent or more after a 
meal, with sugar in urine plainly re- 
lated to diet. A potential diabetic has 
sugar in the urine after a meal, espe- 
cially a meal including a go 1 deal 
of carbohydrate food (starch or sugar) 
but has less than 0.14 per eent of 
sugar in his blood fasting, and less 
than 0.17 per cent after a meal. 

A normal person has between 0.08 
and 0.11 per cent of sugar in his 
blood fasting and less than 0.18 per 
cent in the blood with none in urine 
after a full meal. 

Many research authorities have ob- 
served that vitamin B favors the car- 
bohydrate metabolism, and acts like 
insulin. 

Most refined carbohydrates in the 
American dietary are robbed of their 
natural vitamin B in preparation. 

To all TDs as well as PDs I com- 
mend a daily ration of. vitamin B to 
supplement the deficient diet.

SPLIT ON COURT PLAN 
ANALYZED BY POLL 


Public Opinion Is Found 
Divided ‘According to 
Standing of Groups. 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—President 
Roosevelt’s proposal for altering the 
supreme court is dividing public opin- 
ion along class lines in much the same 
way that it was divided in the last 
presidential election. Persons on re- 
lief—the lower end of the economic 
scale—are more strongly in favor of 
the President’s supreme court pro- 
posal than any other group, whereas 
American lawyers who, as professional 
men, may be classed with the upper 
level of the voting population, are 
strongly opposed to the court change. 

This contrast in sentiment is re- 
vealed in the nation-wide poll now 
being taken by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion.

In other words, the poll found near- 
ly eight out of every ten lawyers 
against the court change, whereas 
seven out of every ten persons on re- 
lief favor the court change. 

The contrast makes it clear why 
any poll which aspires to accuracy 
in determining the sum total of pub- 
lic opinion must reach the lower 
economic levels in the voting pop- 
ulation as well as the higher. In 
the last election it was the scientific 
polls, covering a cross-section of all 
voters, which were right, while the 
mass-ballot polls went wrong. 

The Institute’s special poll of law- 
yers covered a_ cross-section of the 
7 members of the legal profes- 

In the general poll of the vot- 
ing population, ballots are going out 
to 150,000 voters. The figure for re- 
liefers, reported today, is based on ra- 
turns from the latter poll. lHarlier 
this week the Institute reported the 
first complete national vote, which 
was 53 per cent against President 
Roosevelt’s proposal to change the

Outbluffing a Spanish court-martial, 
which had condemned her to death, 
Jane Anderson de Cienfuegos, former 


Atlantan and wife of a Spanish 
marquis, rested yesterday in her New 
York hotel suite. Mrs. de Cienfuegos 
landed Tuesday on the S. S. Oriente. 
“Only the Spaniards could . con- 
ceive,” said Mrs. de Cienfuegos, “the 
tortures I stiffered for 43 days in a 
Madrid jail before intervention of the 
United States State Department and 
Vice Consul Wendell Moore.” 
Mrs. de Cienfuegos said her dis- 
patches to the news agencies she 
worked for became colored against the 
Loyalist government when she “real- 
ized this is a war of Russian propa- 
ganda and not a real revolution.” 
Arrested by soldiers, she was taken 
to the execution ground and shown 
43 bodies on the ground, seven of 
them women. ‘Then she was taken 
to headquarters and sentenced to 
death by an “anarchist committee.”

Morgan’s Partner Denies 
Firm ‘Discriminated’ 


Among Various Banks 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(>)— 
Thomas W. Lamont, elderly, crisp- 
voiced partner in J. P. Morgan and 
Company, testified today that his firm 
had lost more than $1,294,000 since 
1920 on its transactions with the Van 
Sweringen rail and real estate empire. 

He acknowledged at a senate in- 
quiry that the banking house and its 
individual partners had made an $8,- 
326,000 profit through handling the 
late Van Sweringen brothers’ vast se- 
curity issues, but argued that this was 
offset by a $9,621,000 loss of loans. 

Chairman Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 


tana, of the senate railway finance 
committee, offered documentary evi- 
dence in an effort to show there was 
“a scramble” by New York financial 
houses for the privilege of underwrit- 
ing the Van Sweringen stock and bond 
issues. 
Morgan Gets Business. 

Morgan finally captured this busi- 
ness, he contended, and headed a syndi- 
cate which issued $518,627,000 worth 
of Van Sweringen securities during 
the last 16 years. 

He contended that Morgan’s ability 
to distribute these securities among 
other financial firms for retail sellin 
gave it “influence over thousands o 
security dealers all over the country” 
and “power over other banks.” 

Denying that his company “discrim- 
inated among various banks,” Lamont 
admitted that “we had a relationship” 
with many security dealers. He plac- 
ed the number at “between 500 and 
700, not thousands.” 

His testimony marked his third ap- 
pearance on a senate witness stand in 
recent years, since he also was sum- 
moned for the Pecora banking and 
Nye munitions investigations. 

The slender, bespectacled banker 
lounged comfortably in a leather arm- 
chair and puffed cigarets in a yellowed 
ivory holder while he testified. 

Confers With Whitney. 


He argued good-humoredly with 
Wheeler over some points in the Mor- 
gan’s financial history, frequently con- 
sulting George Whitney, another part- 
ner, who sat at his elbow. 

He mentioned the transfer of the 
Missouri Pacific’s patronage from 
Kuhn, Loeb to Morgan, after the Van 
hehe acquired control of that 

ine. 

Lamont disputed this interpretation, 
declaring : 

“We never did business in any arbi- 
trary way whatever.” 

The banker, stroking his fringe of 
stone-grey hair, said that he was in- 
troduced to the Van Sweringen broth- 
ers in 1916 by Alfred H. Smith, of the 
New York Central Railroad, who said: 

“T have complete confidence in these 
boys. I am about to sell them the 
Nickel Plate line on very easy terms.”

MOSCOW, March 3.—(UP)—Val- 
demar Lintin, pampered son of a high 
Soviet official, and his “dream friend,” 
Victor Sokolov, tonight were sentenced 
to a labor camp in Siberian wilds for 
the murder of Lintin’s mother—So- 
viet Russia’s “Loeb-Leopold case.” 

The trial, which might have been 
just another item on the police blotter 
except for the psychological interest in 
the two, cultured young defendants, 
stirred comment throughout Russia. - 

Public Prosecutor Volkov, who de- 
manded rigorous punishment of the 
two young men, urged their exile to 
| Siberia “where they may be regenerat- 
ed into the ranks of wonderful Soviet 


youth.” 
Wears Silk Shirts. 


Valdemar, 16-year-old son of Karl 
uintin, a supreme court judge, was 
leader of the ir, a “mother’s dar- 
ling” who would wear nothing but silk 
shirts and demanded his bed linen be 
changed daily. 

His sycophant, Sokolov, shared his 
dreams—imaginative fantasies of 
American gangsters, international spies 
as intrigue—as Chicago’s Nathan Leo- 
pold shared the ideas of his “dream 
king,” Dick Loeb. 

The pair planned to steal valuable 
Soviet military secrets, escape to Ger- 
many and sell them, Then they intend- 
ed—according to the prosecutor’s story 
to the court—to go to America where 
they would become famous and rich as 
gangsters. . 

Last September they packed their 
clothes and prepared to leave. Viade- 
mar’s mother learned of their desire to 
flee from Russia and tried to dissuade 
them. 

Drink Toast Over Body. 


Valdemar stabbed her, then grabbed 
a hammer from his chum and beat her 
on the head. crushing her skull. They 
placed the body in a bathtub, swag- 
geringly opened 1 bottle of wine with 
the bloody dagger, drank a toast to 
themselvés, and set out for Tashkent, 
in central Asia. 

Police traced them and brought them 
back three months later. Valdemar 
was sentenced to eight years, Victor 
to five in a labor camp. 

Had they stolen a horse, under the 
Soviet criminal code—which is harsh- 
er on those who commit crimes against 
the state than against an individual— 
they might have been shot.

EDUCATOR NOTES GAIN 


HIN “POOR POPULATION’ 


Dr. Edwards Says Nation's 
Votes to Come From Under- 
privileged Element.’ 


CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—(#)—Dr. New- 
ton, Edwards, University of Chicago 
professor of education, said tonight 
the nation’s voters in the future would 
come “in disproportionate numbers 
from the underprivileged elements in 
American life.” 

“In general,” he said, in a prepared 
address, “those who have the highest 
occupational status and enjoy the rich- 
est cultural resources are failing to 
replace themselves from one generation 
to another. 

“In contrast, the underprivileged 
elements, thé mountain folks of the 
Appalachian region, the southern 
farmer, farmers on marginal and sub- 
marginal lands, and the unskilled labor 
groups in the great urban centers sup- 
ply the chief source of population in- 
crease.’ 


Reproduction Rates. 


Dr. Edwards offered these “net re- 
production rates per generation :” 
Agriculture 1.32; unskilled,1.17; semi- 
ekilled 1.03; skilled 1.06; DSsiness and 
clerical .85; professional .76. 

Lawyers and judges, he ‘said, fail 
by 27 per cent to have enough chil- 
dren for replacement, while clergy- 
men fail by 2 per cent and bankers by 
13 per cent. 

Farmers, he continued, have a 32 
per cent excess of the number of chil- 
dren needed for replacement, while 
laborers in public service exceed the 
figure by 15 per cent and those in 
mechanical industries and on railroads 
by 19 per cent. 

One result has been unequal distri- 
bution of the school population in 
relation to supporting adult popula- 
tion, Dr. Edwards said. . 

Education Policy. 

“We have pursued a policy of pro- 
viding the richest educational opportu- 
nity for those who need it least .. .,” 
he said. 

“We can only speculate on the po- 
litical and economic consequences of 
class differentials in reproduction. But 
it is certain that for some decades the 
future voters of this country will come 
in disproportionate numbers from the 
underprivileged elements in American 
life, from southern white and negro 
tenant farmers, from farmers living on 
marginal and submarginal lands and 
— junskilled labor in the great 
c1ties. 


‘COTTON ED’ MARKS 
28TH SENATE YEAR 


Borah Alone Tops South Car- 
olina’s Smith in Length 
of Service. 


WASHINGTON, March 3—“P)— 
Senator Ellison D. (Cotton Ed) Smith, 
of South Carolina, 4ooked back today 
on 28 consecutive years of service in 
the senate. 

The picturesque South Carodinian. 
who came here March 4, 1909, and 
whose service record is topped only by 
the 30 years of Senator Borah, Re- 
publican, Idaho, said he believed he 
hed remained faithful to the “three 
cardinal principles I set myself to ob- 
serve when I came here.” 

These three, he said, state’s rights 
from the -outhern standpoint, white 
supremacy and a tariff for revenue.

PLANNED BY BRITAIN 


Increased Taxes Proposed 
To Finance Greatest Peace- 
Time Program. 


LONDON, March 3.—(4)—Content 
to equip three new battleships with 
14-inch guns “irrespective of what 
Japan decides.” Britain announced to- 
day her greatest peace-time naval 
building program—with a concurrent

he naval share in Britain’s rearm- 
ament program will be $525,325,000. 
Of this, $390,325,000 would be raised 
in additional taxation; $135,000,000 
would come from  Britain’s new 
$2,000,000 defense loan. ~ 

For a time Britain considered plac- 
ing 16-inch guns on the three battle- 
ships included in the program, in the 
event Japan refused to ny ¢ the 
1936 London treaty fixing a -inch 
maximum. 

Finally it was decided the smaller 
gun would be better suited to fighting 
in the narrow seas around Britain. 
The pew 14-inch gun developed by the 
navy can loaded more rapidly and 
shoots a 1,560 pound shell which will 
pierce armor up to a range of nine 
miles. 

By 1941 or 1942 Britain will have 
five super-modern battleships with 
these new guns, including the King 
George V and the Prince of Wales now 
under construction. They will have a 
displacement of 35,000 tons.

Party Vies With Laborites 
Over Rule of Council in 
Election Today. 


LONDON, March 3.—(#)—In un- 
disputed command of the national gov- 
ernment, the Conservative party's 
fight to win back control of the Lon- 
don county council from the Labor 
party meets the final test in voting 
tomorrow. 

Climaxing a hotly contested cam- 
paign, more than 40 members of par- 
liament and 267 candidates made final 
appeals to an electorate of 2,053, 
people tonight. - 

The council, similar to the New 
York city board of aldermen, governs 
an area of 117 square miles and a 
population totaling 4,397,000. 

A special appeal by Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin in behalf of the Mu- 
nicipal Reform party, as the conserv- 
ative affiliate is known, was promi- 
nently displayed on billboard through- 
out Greater London. The party needs 
to win only eight seats to regain the 
_oene lost to the Labor party in 

Observers believe the result hinges 
upon whether electoral apathy will 
be broken down. The Municipal Re- 
form party claims that if 40 per cent 
of the eltcorate votes, it will over- 
throw the Labor regime which obtain- 
ed 69 council seats against 55 for the 
Reformers when about a*third of the 
electorate voted three years ago.

“I think he’s going to sail from 
Boston next Wednesday,” Hulls in- 
sisted. 

The reporters maintained the search. 
On the top deck, newsreel men were 
set to take Maxie’s picture, but they 
were forced to crank their cameras 
without the great Baer. 

Brother Buddy took one reporter: 
aside and tipped him off. ;

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The signing of these two reduced the 
New York holdout list to five: Lou

After signing Gomez dashed from 
Colonel Ruppert’s brewery to his 
Broadway hotel and boarded an early 
afternoon train for the Yankee camp 
in St. Petersburg.

While 
waiting for Colonel Ruppert to meet 
his terms, Lefty spent his night talk- 
ing to Boy Scouts in upper New York, 
civil clubs in New Jersey and mer- 
chants in Brooklyn.

Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbertson’s latest 
work on contract, the “Gold Book of 
Bidding and Play,” which is being 
reproduced in this column in daily 
installments. 


The double raise of partner’s bid 
changes neither in its strength nor 
in its forcing nature, regardless of 
intervening bids. A raise from one to 
three is modified only in the follow- 
ing respects: 


abandoned when an opponent over- 
single raise, therefore, 
shows concrete values. A minimum 
double raise need not be given, a 
single raise giving sufficient inference 
of strength. 

2. When an opponent’s overcall 


possible raise the responding hand 
may sometimes be stretched both as 
to trump support and number of 
winners. In such cases the raise from 
one to three is to be considered a 
sirfgle raise only, and to show great 
strength the responder should jump 
immediately to four. 

A pre-emptive raise to four remains 
the same if it is a skip of more than 
one trick (as, one spade by partner, 
two hearts by opponent, four spades).

STRANGE BIRDS. 


IV—Hornbills. 

Among all queer birds, I think the 
hornbill is a rival for first place. Both 
males and females have large, bony 
“helmets” above their beaks. The hel- 
mets make them look queer, and the 
birds dlso have queer customs. 

Hornbills live in warm parts of In- 
dia and Africa. Most kinds are large, 
up to the size of a turkey. They can 
fly, but are slow and noisy abdéut it, 
and spend most of their time on the 
ground looking for something to eat. 
After picking something up. the horn- 
bill’s custom is to toss it in the air, 
then to catch it in the beak as it 
falls toward the ground. 


A Hornbill. 


The food of hornbills is made up 
largely of berries, fruits and insects. 
Some kinds attack and kill snakes in 
order to eat them. 

The purpose of the helmet above the 
till is not clearly known, but it is 
believed to be helpful in at least one 


way. It guards the brain from the blow 
of an enemy. The beak and the helmet 
are so large we might suppose them 
to be very heavy, but this is not the 
case. They are composed of strong, 
but light bone and have air spaces 
inside, 

The strangest fact about hornbills 
is the custom of putting the females in 
“prison” during the nesting season. A 
hollow far up in a tree is chosen, and 
there the female goes, to lay from one 
to four eggs. While she is sittiug on 
the eggs, the male goes on trips to get 
mud or clay. Bit by bit he lays this 
down in such a way as to close the 
opening. At last a wall is raised, and 
only a small hole is left. The female 
cannot get out! 

The sthall hole allows air to.go in 
for the female to breathe, and it also 
gives the male space to use in passing 
food to her. She seems to be a willing 
prisoner. She gives warmth to the nest 
and her mate scouts around for ber- 
ries. insects and other tidbits for her. 

The wall protects the female from 
enemies. Her chief foes are. monkeys 
and tree-climbing lizards. Fairly safe 
from such attacks, she stays in her 
prison until the young have _ their 
feathers. Then both parents knock 
down the wall by striking with their 
beaks. } , ‘ 

Hornbills do not know how to sing 
but the male makes a special kind of 
noise. This noise has been called “half 
way between the bray of a donkey and 
the shriek of a railway engine.” It is 
rot pleasant to the ears of a human 
being, but Mrs. Hornbill probably 
thinks it sounds just fine.

Geneva Report Shows Con- 
tinuing Shift of Mills to 
_ Southern U. S. 


GENEVA, March 3.—-()—The 
spectacular spread and expansion of 
the Japanese cotton textile industry 
was emphasized today in a volumi- 
nous report issued by the internation- 
al labor office. 

The report will furnish a basis for 
discussions: at the international tex- 
tile conference scheduled to open 
April 2 in Washington. 

Japan, it said, “has penetrated and 
won for itself markets in British In- 
dia, the Dutch East Indies, Colonial 
Africa and Egypt formerly held by 
Britain and also- has made great in- 
roads into markets in the Philippines, 
Latin America and many colonies, 
protectoratés and mandated territo- 
ries.”’ 

The report stressed the “continu- 
ing shift of cotton mills in the United 
States from New England to the 
southern states.” It said the United 
States, of all the textile manufactur- 
ing countries, possessed by far the 
largest domestic market. 

Any hope of solving the problems 
of the world textile industry, it de- 
clared, must arise from international 
co-operation fostering an orderly de- 
velopment of the industry and from 
a “secure, decent standard of living 
for textile workers.”

Tickers were | 
unable to keep pace, getting behind as 
much as five minutes at the height of 
the buying. Individual gains ranged 
to 6 points.

United States 
Steel on the London stock market al- 
ready had gone tp a new high. 


Brokerage honse visitors were on 
hand early and board rooms from the 
outset were crowded. On the floor of 
the Stock Exchange interest centered 
on Post No. 1 where United States 
Steel is traded. - 

During’ the morning the tnterest in 
steel shares quieted some but rails took 
over leadership. The roads will haul 
enormous amounts of the steel that 
now is being demanded and is forcing 
the steel. industry to work near the 
1929 capacity.

Progress . Under 4-H Club 
Leadership Outlined by 
Walter S. Brown.~ 


ATHENS, Ga., March 3.—+(P)— 
The. leadership of farm youths trained 
by 4-H Club work was given credit 
today for a big part in developing a 
balanced farm program in the state. 

Walter S. Brown, acting director 
of the agricultural extension service. 
said hundreds of youths who started 
farming careers with but a single pig 
or calf ten years ago today are lead- 
ing livestock producers in their com- 
munities. 

He estimated there are more than 
300,000 farmers and farm women in 
Georgia who were members of 4-H 
clubs when they began farming. The 
clubs had a membership of over 63,- 
000 last year. 

Speaking at a program arranged by 
the College of Agriculture, the direc- 
tor outlined the development of the 
4-H Club movement in training youths 
in modern methods of farming and 
homemaking. Organized 4-H Club 
work started in Georgia in 1909. 

“I am convinced,” he said, “that 
a big part of the progress being made 
today in Georgia, in growing more 
livestock, in conserving the svil, in 
doing better farming, in producing 
the state’s food supply, is beinz done 
by, and is due to the leadership of 
these boys and girls.” 

R. E. Davis, livestock specialist, 
who is directing 4-H clubs in feedin 
beef calves for stock shows said 1,2¢ 
boys and girls are taking part in this 
phase of the ‘work this year, or three 
times the number that had entries in 
shows last spring. 

He said five state-wide fat stock 
shows and sales would be held this 
year. The first will be held at Sa- 
vannah March 25-26. Others will be 
Albany, April 6-7: Macon, April 12- 
13; Atlanta, April 20-21. 

The first such show was held in 
Savannah six years ago. Augusta, 
Macon, Moultrie, Tifton, Sylvania, 
Blakely, Blue Ridge and Carrollton 
also will stage fat stock shows this 
year. 

The shows and sales are open to 
farmerg# and cattlemen as well as 4-H 
Club members. 

Davis said Georgia farmers last 
year brought over 600 purebred beef 
bulls, 635 registered dairy bulls and 
about 1,000 boars.

Ally of Depression in Debate Here 


Students Asking Condemnation of Measure Are Vic- 
torious Over Team Defending It; Injury Seen 


to Businesses Big 


and Small Alike. 


Existing taxes levied on undistrib- 
uted corporation profits is a result of 
makeshift legislation of a tired, hasty 
congress who “yessed” the administra- 
tion without regard te ultimate conse- 
quences, affirmative speakers declared 
last night at the first annual debate 
between students of the Woodrow 
Wilson Law School and the American 
Institute of Bankers. 

“Resolved: That the lLevying of 
Taxes on Undistributed Profits Should 
Be Condemned” was the subject of the 
debate. The affirmative side won the 
debate. Affirmative speakers were Ted 
Otter and Earl Bailey, law students. 
John Kidd and Ben Moore, of the 
—- institute, spoke for the nega- 
ive. 


Pointing out this tax was purely a} 


discriminatory one, Otter declared if 
it is permitted to continue in force 
it will destroy stabilization of busi- 
ness as no surplus wll be provided 
with which, to ride through “depres- 
sion years.’ 

“If a business wishes to avoid pay- 
ing the tax it must spend money like 
a drunken sailor without withholding: 
reserves for the rainy day,” Otter con- 
tinued. 

“Ally of Depression.” 
_ “This tax is truly the ally-of depres- 
sion. It will kill business and bring 
about increased unemployment.” 

Every principle of good business’ 
must be avoided by corporations under 
provisions set forth in the 1936 ‘tax 
law, the affirmative speaker declared. 

“The tax seemingly is aimed at the 


} big, heartless corporations,” Earl Bai- 


ley, another affirmative speaker, de- 
clared. “Rut it does not. This unjust 
tax will injure the little corporation 
that is having a hard enough time 


making ends meet ” 

“The treniendously high standard of 
living of the American people is made 
possible by the fact big ¢orporations 
in the past have been allowed to 
place their undividde profits into ex- 
pansion programs, tax free, Bailey 
emphasized, 

“To tax the undistributed corpora- 


tion reserves is to retard normal busi- 


ress practices, for business cannot ex- 
pand without normal assurances of 
security,” he declared. 

“Workers Jeopardized.” 

“This tax is throwing into jeopardy 
100,000 workers at least,” Bailey de- 
clared. Business cannot expand and 
provide work for. them, he said. 

The negative, speakers, Kidd and 
Moore, presented,a four-point argu- 
ment in favor of the tax, claiming: 

It eliminates the discrimination be- 
tween the ineorporated and the unin- 
corporated business; it prevents tax 
avoidance under the former income 
tax laws; corporations are permitted 
te deduct adequate reserves and re- 
quired to put excess profits into cir- 
culation; the tax increases the federal 
income,
